Five and one-half miles separated the 
Nauset Coast Guard station from the 
outer ‘bar..on which. the $4,000;000° sub-- 
marine lay stranded. and helpless—five 
and one-half miles of ‘raging, storm: 
whipped, diabolical sea: It was ‘dat 
ole davil, the sea,’’ in one of her most 
cruel moods,:with which” the men from 
the Coast Guard station, their eyes 
filled ‘with flying’ brine, had to fight a 
Mesperate battle, while the forty officers 
and men trapped ‘in the stricken sub: 
marine-awaited their efforts to get a 
line on board. 

Earlier Rescue Attempts. Fail. 

The huge waves twice hurled the men 
of ‘the Coast Guard out of their beats 
into. the swirling waters and nearly 
drowned them all. 

Early this: morning, within a ‘few 
minutes of the time the radio brought 
thé S O°S call through the air from. the 
$-19's antenna, the ‘men from Nauset 
made their first efférts to rescue ‘the 
crew’ of the submarine. ’ At that time 
the heavy seas were at their worst, with 
a thick blanket of fog hanging over the 
whole Coast, and! it was feared on ‘shore 
that’ the submarine -would. break up; 
| causing the loss of her entiné; crew, be- 
fore help could reach her. This. belief’ 
was strengthened by the mysterious’ ces- 
sation .of radio, messages. from the 
stranded ship. —

WHAT THE FARMERS WANT. 

Senator Borau calls for the redemp- 
tion of pre-election pledges of the poli- 
ticlans to the farmers. But the elec- 
tion rejected pretty much everything 
that the politicians proposed for the 
relief of anybg;y. Since the election 
the farmers hase started a propaganda 
of their.own.. At the opening of the 
new year Prepdent CooLipcr specifi- 
cally condemned the much - buffeted 
McNary-Haugen , among several 
pending, and urged cooperation as the 
farmers’ most promising help. But he 
was wise and candid’enough to warn 


mot help them unless they helped 
‘themselves, 

The same note was struck ‘when the 
National Council of the Farmers’ 
Cooperative. Marketing Associations 
met at Washington. The Vice Presi- 
dent said that the cooperatives wanted 
chiefly to be let alone. ‘* Government 
** paternalism or relief by appropria- 
“tion is entirely out of order. All 
“that the farmers ask of Congress 
“ig * * © willingness to allow us 
“to. settfe. dur own problems.’’ “It 
may be hoped that the farmers now 
will abandon their crusade against the 
commodity exchanges. It was basea 
on the belief that speculation de- 
pressed the price of their products. 
Prices now are high, but from no 
conspiracy for the farmers’ benefit. 
Senator Borau is probably right in 
thinking that prices will fall again. 
But cooperation may break that fall to 
an unsuspected degree. One-quarter 
of all farm products are marketed 
through cooperative associations, Sen- 
ator Borau said that farmers get only 
$7,500,000,000 of the $22,500,000,000 
that consumers pay. The difference 
is an invitation to the farmers to help 
themselves by service to the wunsumer. 
The farmers reject -the ‘' Govern- 
ment’s directing hand’. which the 
Senator would extend. The Govern- 
ment can help the farmers more by 
reduction of taxation than in any 
other way. 


THE RIGHT PROCEDURE. j 

The Board of Education has taken a 
long-delayed step toward sound admin- 
istration in asking the City Superin- 
tendent of Schools to nominate Asso- 
ciate Superintendents. He is: held re- 
sponsible for the educational conduct 
of the schools. The board acknowl- 
edges that principle as regards ap- 
pointments to. most of the positions; 
but in: no place should it be applied 
more rigorously than in respect to | 
those who are his chief advisers and | 
the heads of administrative depart- 
ments. For the board to appoint 
except ‘upon the Superintendent’s 
nomination would be as if Congress 
were, to fill vacancies in the Prasi- 
deat’s Cabinet without consulting him 
or awaiting his nominations, or as if 
the trustees of a university were to 
fill a position in the Faculty without 
a@ nomination by the President. 

Confirmatory. power should be re- 
tained by the board, but the initiative 
should be with the Superintendent. 
The board should be free to refuse.one 
nomination after another for reason, 
but not to appoint any one except 
upon the’ nomination of the Superin- 
tendent. This is so elementary in 
school administration that it is not 
surprising that the board has come to 
it. It did not observe this principle in 
the days of the former Superintendent, 
when ‘appointments were made with- 
out his nomination or approval. The 

survey of the schools has already one 
thing to its credit if it has brought 
the board to see its meen in this im- 
portant matter.© , 

Nomination by the Superintendent 
should be of one person for a specific 
position, and not of a number from 
whom the board may select.. The 
President does not send two or three 
or half a dozen. nominations for an 
-Ambassadorship to the Senate. . Jthe 
Governor does not submit a half dozen 
names to the Legislature. for a’single

A new method. of historical research | 
is now being ‘tried out in -Mopeow, 
where) the Soviet Government has 
placed on ‘trial one IVAN OKLADSKY 
on charges\ dating ‘back forty-three 
years. The accused: was a thember of 
the Terrorist organization which made 
several attempts upon thé life ‘of 
ALBXANDER II. before 1881, and finally 
succeeded in that year, when ithe Czar 
succumbed to the conspiracy headed 
by SopHia Prpovskara and ZHSLIA- 
Borr. It is now charged that OxLap- 
Sky, who participated in the con- 
spiracy, betrayed his comrades after 
the event and acted as an agent-pro- 
vocateur up to. the revolution of 
March, 1917. \ 

It is not expected that if found guilty 
he: will be punished tor a@ crime ofr 
which even the longést statute of 
limitations must: take cognizance. 
The dispatches ‘hint that the expected 
death sentence’ will be commuted and 
‘the prisoner assigned to the task of 
writing his memoirs ‘of the heroic age 
of Russian revolution. Possibly there 
is another motive behind the trial. 
The Bolshevist régime is not in good 
standing with the ‘mass of. Socialist 
opinion outside of Russia, and at home 
it is now engaged in suppressing and 
imprisoning those veterans of the 
revolutionary struggle against the 
Czars who are not of the Communist 
faith. The trial of OKLapsKY may be 
an attempt.to. present the Communist 


Party in a better light as the “ in-|' 
-heritor ’’ of the early pioneers in the 


fight for Russian freedom. Histori- 
cally, this claim would be difficult to 
prove. 

._Two main currents entered into the 
Russian revolutionary movement up 
to the beginning of the present cen- 
tury. The earlier by far\ was the one 


‘associated with the names of NICH- 


otas TCHAIKovsKy, CATHERINE BRESH- 
KovsKy and. PETER KROPOTKIN. It 
originated in the late "60s as a peace- 
ful ._propaganda among the peasants, 
and only as a result of persecution 
did it assume a terroristic form -with 
the so-called Narodnaia Volia or Party 
of the People’s Will. After the death 
of ALEXANDER II. reaction’ set in. 
When the revolutionary revival came, 
in the early .’00s, it was no longer 
solely a movement to the people- that 
is to say, the peasants... Much effort 
was. concentrated in the towns and 
upon the factory population.. It was a 
Marxian propaganda addressing itself 
to the “ proletariat,’’ and contemp- 
tuous of the earlier idealists who had 
exaggerated the importance’ of the 
peasantry. It. was from this second 
strain that present-day communism 
descends. This Marxian Social-Demo- 
cratic miovement split up in 1903 into 
Bolshevism and Menshevism, on a 
question of tactics. 

Téday Bolshevism is ‘equally. hostile 
to its own former associates, the Men- 
sheviki, and to the Social Révolution~“ 
ists—the party of BRESHKOVSEY, 
Tctarkovsky and. KERENsKy—which 
ig in direct descent from the old Na- 
rodnaia Volia of the time of ALEXAN- 
peR II. In the Constituent Assembly 
dispersed by the Bolsheviki the So- 
clal Revolutionists and similar affili- 
ated groups controlled a huge peasant 
majority. It is thus something of an 
anomaly that the Soviet Government 
should be bringing to trial a traitor 
against the pioneers of the Russian 
révolution while the men who stand 
closest to these pioneers in ideas and 
in history are subjected to prisoniand 


exile. :

PHILADELPHIA, Jan, 13.—What are 
believed to be the most ancient business 
records “ever found by , archaeologists, 
one of. the records.a ledger similar to 
those used today, have been ‘unearthed 
by the joint expedjtion of .the British 
Museum and the Museum*.of the Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania at-Ur of the 
Chaldees, the buried city .of Abraham?

ANCIENT GOLDEN VASE 
IS DUG UP IN BULGARIA 


It Is Composed of Eleven Parts, 
Weighs 390 Ounces and Is Be- 
lieved to Be of Asiatic Origin.

SOFIA, Jan. 13.—Bulgarian peasants 
working outside the village of Vulchi- 
drum, néar Plevna, accidentally ‘made 
an important archaeological discovery 
consisting of a golden vase weighing 390 
ounces. The peasants, thinking the vase 
was only bronze, handed it over to the 
Mayor of Vulchidrum. who brought it 
to Sofia, where /it' ‘has been: placed in 
the National Museum. 

The vase is composed of eleven. dif- 
ferent. parts, of which’ the biggest is 
six and three-eighths inches high an 
ten and a quarter hches in diameter. 

Professor Filoff, writing in ‘the press, 
argues, that the vase is perhaps unique. - 
He believes its origin is Asiatie, but

SPEEDS UP COMPENSATION. 


Bureau Is Holding Continuous Hear- 
Ings Here, Says Official. 





Leonard W. Hatch, an official of the | 


State Labor Department, told members 
of the Committee on Industry of the 
Women’s City Club yesterday that com- 
pensation claims were being more speed- 
ily paid as a result of expansion of the 
work of the Workmen’s. Compensation 
Bureau. Hearings were being held con- 
tinuously in New York City, Mr. Hatch 
said, and at regular intervals in sixty- 
eight other cities and towns in the State. 
He spoke in place of James A. Hamil- 
ton, State Industrial Commissioner, 
whose absence was due to illness, 

“The Commissioner’s chief purpose in 
arranging for these “hearings in so 
many parts of the State,” Mr. Hatch 
said, ‘‘is to bring the means of adjust- 
ment as close as possible to the injured 
workman and his employer. This saves 
the time: of both by obviating the ne- 
cessity of eéxtended journeys to the 
larger cities of the State.’ In NewYork 
City we have hearings going’ on ; con- 
tinuously, eleven of the largest rooms 
being set apart for that purpose. We 
are bending’all our efforts to shortening 
the time between the date we receive 
the claims of an injured workman anc 
the date: he- receives his compensation. 
The men and women in the bureau may 
be depended upon to do.their full share 
in this ‘respect.
